The 
first  fiowers  are  decorative  in  type,  and  very  large  sometimes  over 
twelve  inches  and  borne  on  good  stems.  The  later  flowers  are  in¬ 
clined  to  be  peony,  with  slightly  pendulous  stems.  A  vigorous 
grower,  and  profuse  bloomer.
